It has offered the Democrats, however,
an opportunity to achleve by cunning a
thing which they have been endeavoring
for years, directly or Indirectly, to nccom:

Rica should glve his verbal approval,
Then the bank was Informed that Rice
was dead, and an investigation followed.
The trustes under the firat will came
to New York and Interrogated the valet,
Jones, a weikling, whose contradictory
answers caused grave suspicion Jones
wis mrrested, given 4 third degree, and
under that ordeal stated that Patrick
had killed Rice by the administration of
corroglve sublimate and othsr polsonas.

Four
and o half years he langulshed in the
death house ut Sing Sing, and 17 times
during this terrible period he saw fellow
convicts pass the grating of his cell to
enter the death chamber, At the time of
Rice's death the voung lawyer had been
engaged to o weman whose confidence
in his innoeence Induced her to marry
him In the Tombs Prison after he had
been sentenced to death, Thenceforward
this devoted wife waged an untiring battle
for his freedom, Like a veteran eriminfl
lawyer, she sifted all of the evidence and
presented the facts to specialists,. One
of these, Dr. Willlam Smith, of Kirksville.
Mo, a stranger, who had not known Pat-
rick, volunteered to help her and eolreu-
lated In Patrlok's behalf a petition, which
was slgned by 250,000 persons. Mra. Pat.
rick charged that $2,000,000 of the fund
left by Rice for the founding of the negro
Institution in Texas had been spent in
the endeavor to send her husband to the
electric chalr, As the result of her fight,
Patrick's sentence wus commuted to life
imprisonment on December 20, 1008, and
six years later he was pardonad by Gov-
ernor Dix, of New York.

Valet Jones mysteriously disappeared
and remainsd In hiding for three years
after the commutation of Patrick's sen-
tence.
